Were  it  not  for  its  one  fault  of  im¬ 
perfect  facing  of  the  florets  on  many 
spikes,  it  would  quite  undoubtedly 
be  the  best  red  on  the  market.  See 
inside  of  catalogue  for  prices. 


PELEGRINA 

(The  blue  shown  here.) 

Is  perhaps  the  most  distinct  break  in 
color  among  the  blues  of  recent  in¬ 
troduction.  Most  of  its  predecessors, 
while  in  some  cases  being  improve¬ 
ments  over  older  varieties  in  some 
features,  did  not  show  such  a  dis¬ 
tinct  advance  in  color.  There  are 
some,  it  is  true,  who  do  not  care  for 
the  color  of  Pelegrina,  but  in  com¬ 
paring  individual  florets  of  this  with 
other  blues,  it  may  be  found  that  the 
red  and  lavender  tones  are  much  less 
dominant  in  this  than  in  others. 
There  is  still  room  for  improvement 
both  in  color  and  length  of  flower 
head  but  in  my  estimation,  this  is  a 
very  worthwhile  flower  and  if  a  new 
one  is  produced  still  more  near  the 
desired  blue,  it  is  very  likely  that 
this  will  be  one  of  its  parents.  Un¬ 
fortunately,  it  is  not  a  reliable  seed 
or  pollen  producer  in  many  localities. 
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FOREWORD 

As  was  the  case  the  last  two  years,  I  am  again  endeavoring  to  aid  my  customers  in  their  selec¬ 
tion  of  varieties  by  expressing  my  opinions  as  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  ones  listed  in  this  cata¬ 
log.  Unfortunately,  the  past  season  I  failed  to  keep  records  and  I  have  had  to  depend  on  my 
memory  to  a  large  extent  in  writing  descriptions  of  the  newer  varieties  and  as  my  memory  is  very 
fallible  at  best,  errors  will  perhaps  be  more  prevalent  here  than  in  previous  issues.  With  from  240 
to  400  new  lots  of  hand  pollenized  seedlings  coming  on  each  year  to  which  have  been  added  selec¬ 
tions  of  past  seasons,  it  is  somewhat  difficult  to  spend  sufficient  time  away  from  the  seedling  plant¬ 
ing  to  make  complete  notes  on  all  the  named  varieties  as  they  bloom,  and  for  this  reason,  the  taking 
of  descriptive  notes  was  neglected  the  past  season. 

While  there  is  room  for  tremendous  improvement,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  notes  and  tables 
as  given  will  prove  of  interest  to  readers  of  this  catalogue.  It  is  also  to  be  hoped  that  another 
season  more  accurate  and  complete  descriptions  will  be  given,  but  I  shall  make  no  promises  in  this 
direction.  While  the  tables  used  here  are  in  many  cases  the  same  as  used  two  years  ago,  in  others, 
the  figures  are  given  mainly  from  memory,  or,  in  the  case  of  the  size  of  individual  florets — from 
estimates. 

It  may  be  that  the  tabular  headings  and  abbreviations  in  columns  need  some  explanation. 
“Sub.,”  meaning  substance,  has  been  determined  from  thickness  of  petals,  ability  to  stand  heat  and 
wind  in  field  and  behavior  after  cutting.  Substance  is  classified  by  using  initials  of  Fair,  Good  and 
Excellent.  Under  type,  most  varieties  come  under  the  abbriviations  for  Grandiflorus,  Primulinus  or 
Primulinus  Grandiflorus.  Several  bear  “L”  for  Laciniated,  while  a  few  are  marked  “M”  for 
Miniature  or  “N”  for  Needlepoint.  Ruffled  varieties  are  marked  “R.”  The  blooming  season  listings 
are  designated  as  Early,  Early  Midseason,  Midseason,  Late  Midseason  and  Late,  the  initials  of 
these  being  used  as  abbreviations.  The  diameter  of  a  representative  floret  is  expressed  in  inches, 
while  the  height  is  shown  as  Short,  Medium  or  Tall.  We  believe  “No.  Out”  is  self  explanatory. 

To  conserve  space  the  following  abbreviations  are  used  for  names  of  introducers  or  originators:

Many  varieties  listed  have  been  grown  but  one  year  in  my  garden  and  a  single  year’s  trial  is  not 
sufficient  to  pass  judgment  on  a  variety.  Several  have  not  been  bloomed  from  large  bulbs  and  in 
such  cases,  the  chance  of  error  is  still  greater.  No  doubt,  manv  will  disagree  with  my  opinions  in 
many  cases  and  that  is  to  be  expected.  Varieties  vary  under  different  growing  conditions,  different 
soils,  different  climates,  and  tastes  vary  widely, 

I  hope  next  year  to  list  a  good  number  of  new  importations  and  domestic  varieties,  several  of 
which  have  looked  most  promising  thus  far.  Among  these  are  Takina,  a  rival  of  Miss  New  Zealand 
in  size;  Allegro,  one  of  the  finest  blues;  Allemania,  a  red  that  bids  fair  to  outdo  Commander  Koehl ; 
Festival  Queen,  a  fine  large  pink;  3LO,  a  splendid  exhibition  flower;  Euides,  an  exhibition  cream; 
Pititi;  Whero;  Alec  Currie;  and  dozens  of  others. 

Flower  lovers  are  welcome  to  visit  my  gardens  from  July  to  October.  Usually  the  greatest  number 
of  new  varieties  are  in  bloom  about  the  end  of  July  or  first  of  August.  In  the  end  of  May  and  all 
through  June,  Delphiniums  are  in  bloom.  Not  open  for  business  on  Sundays. 

SEEDLINGS 

I  am  not  introducing  any  new  varieties  this  year  as  I  wish  to  be  more  sure  of  the  merits  of 
future  seedlings  before  introducing  them.  Several  seedlings  under  trial  look  outstanding  and  some 
that  have  bloomed  for  the  first  time  during  the  last  two  years  should  be  ready  to  offer  before  long 
if  they  continue  as  good  as  they  have  been  thus  far.  They  must  be  grown  longer  however  to 
increase  the  stock  and  further  prove  their  worth  before  they  are  offered. 
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Perhaps  not  much  to  look  at  but  the  best  that  can  be  done  with 
the  subject  in  hand.  A  combined  flower  lover,  book  collector,  nature 
student,  and  poor  business  executive. 
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Of  my  former  introductions,  Christabel  and  Flaming  Meteor  are  the  recipients  of  many  words 
of  praise.  Serenade,  too,  is  a  very  pretty  flower  but  is  not  as  vigorous  in  growth  as  it  might 
be.  It  has  proven  valuable  for  hybridizing.  Flaming  Meteor  is  among  the  tallest  and  most  showy 
Glads  I  grow  and  it  is  reported  that  it  was  among  the  most  outstanding  varieties  in  the  Century 
of  Progress  trial  grounds  last  summer.  Christabel  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful  pink  varieties  but 
the  bulbs  are  often  unattractive  and  they  are  somewhat  subject  to  disease  if  they  are  left  in  the 
ground  too  long  in  the  fall  or  if  they  are  not  properly  dried  off  after  digging.  Even  though  the 
bulbs  do  not  make  the  nicest  appearance,  they  nearly  always  make  a  strong  vigorous  healthy 
plant.  Below  are  a  few  quotations  from  recent  letters: 

“Christabel  blossomed  during  the  extreme  heat  so  that  the  stem  was  crooked  and  somewhat 
twisted — even  so  I  consider  it  the  most  beautiful  Glad  of  its  coloring  I  have  ever  seen.  Coleridge 
might  have  drawn  an  even  lovelier  Christabel  had  he  been  inspired  by  yours!” 

“I  had  my  first  bloom  of  Christabel  last  week.  It  sure  was  a  dandy.  From  the  experience  I  have 
had  it  is  a  better  hot  weather  Glad  than  Picardy.  We  sure  had  some  hot  dry  weather— from 
100  to  108  in  the  shade.— Then  Christabel  came  straight  and  fine.” 

“Flaming  Meteor  I  saw  in  bloom  at  “A  Century  of  Progress”  this  season  and  was  at  the  head 
of  the  list  of  new  varieties  I  intend  to  get.” 

“Flaming  Meteor  is  the  most  outstanding  and  glorious  Glad  that  I  have  seen  for  some  time. 
At  present  it  is  in  full  bloom  and  people  that  have  seen  it  marvel  at  its  beauty.  Considering  the 
heat  and  dry  weather  it  did  very  well  with  a  spike  four  feet  tall  and  florets  measuring  6^4  inches.” 

“I  still  think  Flaming  Meteor  should  have  been  started  at  $20.00  at  least.” 

VARIETIES 

While  I  aim  to  keep  my  list  of  newer  and  better  varieties  as  complete  as  possible,  I  do  not 

presume  to  claim  that  I  grow  all  the  new  ones.  Yet  I  believe  that  I  list  about  as  complete  an  as¬ 

sortment  of  these  as  any  grower  in  this  country.  The  “Blue”  varieties  have  been  a  specialty  of 
mine  for  a  few  years  and  I  have  perhaps  the  most  complete  list  of  these  offered.  While  my 
catalog  is  entitled  “Superior  Glads”  I  do  not  wish  to  infer  that  all  the  kinds  listed  are  really 

superior  to  the  older  sorts  as  several  years  trial  is  often  necessary  to  determine  the  true  value  of  a 

variety  and  what  may  be  superior  in  one  place  may  prove  quite  inferior  in  another  location. 
Similar  qualifications  apply  to  my  slogan.  It  is  endeavored  to  have  only  the  highest  quality  bulbs 
sent  out  but  always  an  occasional  bulb  fails.  However,  I  am  glad  to  replace  any  such  bulbs. 

As  the  number  of  selected  seedlings  is  ever  increasing,  even  with  more  rigid  standards,  it  is 
rapidly  becoming  necessary  to  cut  down  on  the  number  of  named  varieties  grown.  Altogether  I 
have  grown  somewhere  near  1500  varieties  in  the  last  eight  years  with  from  500  to  700  kinds  grown 
each  year  recently.  This  number  must  be  very  materially  reduced  the  coming  season. 

BULBLETS 

Buying  of  bulblets  is  frequently  an  economical  way  of  getting  started  with  high  priced  novelties 
but  these  do  not  always  germinate  and  no  guarantee  can  be  made  that  customers  will  meet  with 
success  in  growing  these.  Germination  is  usually  aided  by  cracking  the  hard  shell  and  removing  a 
small  section  of  it  before  planting.  In  the  case  of  difficult  germinators,  soaking  in  damp  cloth  or 
peat  moss  for  a  week  or  two  before  planting  materially  improves  germination.  Some  varieties  make 
large  bulblets  and  others  produce  only  small  ones.  I  aim  to  send  out  bulblets  of  selected  size, 
particularly  in  novelties  if  at  all  possible.  With  occasional  varieties,  the  smaller  size  bulblets  germ¬ 
inate  much  better  and  in  such  cases  unless  otherwise  instructed,  I  endeavor  to  use  my  best  judg¬ 
ment  in  sending  what  I  think  will  give  best  results. 

THRIPS 

We  would  be  thankful  if  this  were  a  subject  which  did  not  exist  and  which  it  would  not  be 
necessary  to  discuss,  but,  in  common  with  the  growers  of  other  plants,  we  must  face  some  pest 
and  proceed  to  conquer  it.  In  many  sections  of  the  country,  the  thrips  menace  seems  to  have 
largely  ceased  to  exist  already  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  same  applies  elsewhere  ere  long; 
meanwhile,  we  must  put  forth  our  efforts  to  subdue  it  in  other  sections. 

Perhaps  the  most  essential  means  of  combat  is  found  in  eradicating  the  insect  from  all  bulbs 
that  are  planted  and  the  danger  from  invasion  of  the  planting  should  be  greatly  lessened  during 
the  early  part  of  the  season,  at  least.  For  the  amateur,  the  napthalene  treatment  is  undoubtedly  one 
of  the  more  simple  and  effective  modes  of  treating.  If  the  bulbs  are  kept  in  paper  bags  as  is 
usually  the  case,  a  small  amount  of  napthalene  flakes  placed  in  each  sack  after  which  the  top  is 
closed  should  do  the  work  in  from  two  to  four  weeks.  The  treating  should  preferably  be  done

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in  the  fall  or  early  winter  before  much  root  growth  has  started  on  the  bulbs.  As  soon  as  the 
treating  is  finished,  the  sacks  should  be  opened  and  the  remaining  napthalene  removed  as  if  left 
too  long  with  the  bulbs,  it  may  injure  the  root  surface.  Where  bulbs  are  kept  in  boxes,  the  same 
procedure  is  followed  except  that  a  canvas  or  heavy  paper  may  be  used  for  covering  over  the  con¬ 
tainers  during  treatment.  Air  tight  containers  should  not  be  used  as  these  are  apt  to  induce  rotting 
of  the  bulbs.  Most  authorities  recommend  that  the  napthalene  be  used  at  the  rate  of  an  ounce  for 
100  bulbs.  The  flakes  may  be  obtained  through  most  any  drug  store. 

Other  methods  of  treating  bulbs  will  not  be  discussed  here.  As  for  treating  in  the  field,  sprays  of 
numerous  kinds  are  offered.  It  is  suggested  that  those  interested  in  this  subject  get  the  publications 
of  some  of  the  Gladiolus  Societies  or  read  the  articles  in  the  various  flower  magazines.  I  know 
little  about  this  phase  of  thrips  control  except  what  I  have  read  in  various  publications.  Judging 
from  the  many  letters  I  have  received,  the  control  of  this  pest  is  not  so  difficult  as  first  imagined 
and  some  are  writing  that  even  without  treatment,  the  insects  have  disappeared  from  their  gardens. 


INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ORDERING 

TERMS:  Cash  or  25%  down;  balance  before  delivery  or  C.  O.  D.  Five  bulbs  or  bulblets  may 
be  purchased  at  the  ten  rate  and  25  at  the  hundred  rate.  One  bulb  or  bulblet  at  one-eighth  the 
price  of  ten  if  not  otherwise  quoted  and  item  does  not  total  less  than  10c.  Prices  prepaid  in  the 
United  States  on  orders  over  $1.00.  Retail  orders  prepaid  elsewhere  if  amounting  to  $2.50  or  more 
except  for  large  bulbs  quoted  at  $5.00  per  100  or  less  on  which  50c  per  100'  should  be  added  for 
postage.  Shipments  along  the  Coast  can  usually  be  made  anytime  during  the  winter.  Eastern 
orders  are  preferably  held  until  March  or  if  the  order  totals  $10.00  or  more  shipment  can  be  safely 
made  by  express.  Shipments  to  Australia  and  New  Zealand  can  be  made  from  December  until  May 
or  June.  Fall  orders  can  usually  be  filled  about  December  1st  but  the  past  season,  owing  to 
weather  conditions  and  illness,  considerable  delay  was  occasioned  for  which  I  wish  to  express  my 
apologies  to  my  customers. 

DISCOUNTS:  10%  discount  on  orders  over  $5.00  which  are  accompanied  with  cash.  15%  on 
orders  over  $20.00.  Remittances  should  be  made  in  money  orders,  drafts,  or  check.  On  small 
amounts  currency  or  stamps  may  be  sent,  the  latter  preferably  in  denominations  of  one,  two,  three, 
or  five  cents  or  air  mail.  Wholesale  list  to  growers. 

Varieties  marked  with  an  asterisk  not  to  be  included  in  figuring  discounts  as  stocks  of  these  are 
small.  Neither  do  discounts  apply  on  collections. 

Bulbs  healthy  and  free  from  thrips.  I  aim  to  send  out  only  bulbs  that  will  give  full  satisfaction 
and  I  aim  to  make  my  extras  something  of  real  merit  and  not  just  some  varieties  that  I  wish  to 
discard.  I  exercise  much  care  in  keeping  stock  true  to  name  and  while  occasional  rogues  appear  as 
is  the  case  in  all  large  plantings,  I  believe  my  stock  to  be  exceptionally  clean.  My  crop  of  the  past 
year  was  the  largest  I  have  ever  grown  and  at  present  I  have  fair  quantities  of  most  of  the  varieties 
listed,  but  already,  most  of  the  stock  of  some  sorts  has  been  sold  and  I  anticipate  an  early  sell¬ 
out  on  a  number  of  varieties.  Orders  for  bulblets  of  more  valuable  varieties  should  preferably  be 
sent  early  as  I  intend  to  plant  earlier  this  year  than  usual. 


GLADIOLUS  SOCIETIES 

All  Glad  fans  should  be  a  member  of  one  or  more  of  the  Gladiolus  Societies  and  receive  their 
publications  which  give  much  information  on  Glads  that  is  not  available  elsewhere.  The  following 
are  suggested  as  being  worth  while.

A  RECORD  INCREASE  IN  BULBLETS 

There  may  be  better  records  recorded  but  thus  far,  I  have  seen  none  to  approach  the  number  of 
bulblets  produced  by  the  bulb  shown  in  the  photographs  above.  This  was  one  of  my  selected 
seedlings  segregated  in  1933  and  grown  separately  with  its  increase  in  1934.  At  harvest  time  last  fall, 
I  noticed  it  was  so  well  supplied  with  bulblets  that  I  decided  to  count  what  did  not  fall  off  and 
get  mixed  with  the  bulblet  stock  at  digging  time.  It  was  a  great  surprise  to  find  the  number  of 
bulblets  to  be  3024  in  addition  to  the  two  large  bulbs  produced  from  the  one  bulb  planted.  The  one 
photograph  shows  the  bulbs  before  cleaning  and  the  other  shows  them  after  cleaning  and  removing 
the  bulblets.  While  I  am  not  introducing  any  new  varieties  this  year,  I  am  going  to  offer  bulblets 
from  this  one  bulb  at  $1.00  each.  The  flower  was  a  very  attractive  shade  of  pink  with  a  cream 
throat  with  about  seven  florets  open  of  a  fine  spike.  It  is  from  a  cross  of  Picardy  x  Serenade. 
Whether  it  will  ever  be  introduced  and  named  is  questionable  although  I  believe  it  is  better  than 
the  majority  of  varieties  now  on  the  market.  At  present  it  bears  the  number  31C232/3. 

While  it  is  unlikely  that  these  bulblets  will  in  many  cases  give  an  increase  of  more  than  50  or 
100  new  bulblets,  if  that  many,  I  am  offering  a  prize  of  the  entire  stock  of  a  selected  seedling  to 
the  one  who  grows  the  most  bulblets  from  one  bulblet  purchased  this  year.  You  may  get  as  many 
bulblets  as  you  like,  so  long  as  the  supply  lasts,  but  the  increase  is  to  be  counted  from  just  one  in 
entering  this  contest.  I  shall  send  out  as  nearly  even  sized  bulblets  as  is  possible.  These  bulblets 
are  not  guaranteed  to  grow  but  in  case  of  failure,  I  shall  be  glad  to  replace  them  another  year.  The 
numbers  of  bulblets  as  given  in  entries  to  the  contest  will  be  accepted  as  given  except  in  case 
extremely  large  numbers  are  sent  in  which  case  such  contestants  may  be  asked  to  count  the 
bulblets  and  make  an  affidavit  before  a  notary  to  the  effect  that  this  number  of  bulblets  was 
produced  from  the  one  bulblet  of  this  seedling  planted.  The  prize  will  consist  of  a  seedling  of  my 
selection  having  bloomed  for  two  or  more  years  and  which  I  consider  to  have  real  merit  and  value 
at  $15.00  at  the  least.  This  judgment  will  be  based  on  the  flower’s  performance  in  my  own  garden.
